1st  Edition.  2nd  printing.  Covers  display  Just  the  slightest 
evidence  of  rubbing,  else  a  very  fine  copy.  Full  gilt  let¬ 
tering.  The  2nd  printing  of  this  edition  is  distinguishable 
by  text  on  page  135  which  states,  "1903-0"  rather  than  "this 
date . " 

2nd  Edition.  Bottom  right  edge  of  front  cover  Just  a  trifle 
bumped.  Virtually  full  gilt  lettering.  Inkstamps  of  H.  K. 
Crofoot  and  Hoi  1  inbeck  Stamp  &  Coin  Co.  on  front  free  fly¬ 
leaf  and  top  of  title  page.  Otherwise,  very  fine. 
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3rd  Edition.  Insignificant  light  spots  on  front  cover,  else 
a  very  fine  example.  Presentation  inscription  from  R.  S. 
Yeoman  to  Ed  Fogler  on  frontis  page.  The  most  elusive  issue 
in  the  series,  and  exceedingly  difficult  to  locate  in  this 
outstanding  state  of  preservation .  Nearly  full  gilt. 

4th  Edition.  Tiny  scuff  on  bottom  edge  of  front  cover  is 
about  all  that  keeps  this  Piece  from  being  classified  as  a 
mint  copy.  Deep  crimson  color  with  nearly  full  gilt. 

5th  Edition.  The  "worst"  example  in  the  set,  this  copy  was 
once  dropped,  causing  a  minor  bump  at  the  top  outer  edge  of 
the  covers  and  pages.  Otherwise,  a  lovely  specimen  with  vir¬ 
tually  full  gilt  lettering.  Presentation  inscription  from  R. 
S.  Yeoman  to  Lee  Hewitt  on  frontis  page.  The  5th  edition  is 
the  second  scarcest  emission  in  the  series. 

6th  Edition.  The  nicest  copy  of  this  edition  that  the  pres¬ 
ent  writer  has  yet  seen.  Conscience  prevents  describing  it 
as  mint,  but  it  would  be  difficult  to  imagine  a  nicer 
specimen.  Lovely  original  color  with  full  gilt. 

7th  Edition.  Very  fine  example,  although  gilt  lettering  on 
spine  is  gone.  A  strange  situation,  as  the  gilt  on  the  front 
i s  virtually  ful 1 . 

8th  Edition.  Aside  from  a  small  rectangular  dark  area  left 
from  the  removal  of  an  old  sticker,  a  simply  lovely  copy. 
Very  fine. 

9th  Edition.  Virtually  mint. 

10th  Edition.  Light  bump  at  top  outer  edge,  else  near  mint. 

11th  through  41st  Editions.  The  balance  of  this  marvelous 
set  is  comprised  of  mint  copies,  with  most  examples  being 
handpicked  from  original  cases,  and  having  never  been 
opened.  Adding  to  the  desirability  of  this  offering  is  the 
inclusion  of  both  versions  of  the  16th  (1963)  edition.  Mr. 
Yeoman  relates  the  fascinating  tale  of  this  "error"  book  in 
the  1984  edition.  When  printing  the  signatures  for  the  16th 
edition,  the  manufacturer  inadvertantly  printed  page  239 
following  page  237.  Thus,  page  238  was  omitted,  and  pages 
239  and  240  appear  twice.  An  unknown  quantity  of  the  error 
editions  escaped  from  the  plant  without  having  replacement 
pages  inserted,  and  these  are  eagerly  sought  by  Redbook 
col  lectors .

1st  Edition.  Sound  very  fine  copy  with  full  gilt.  Inkstamp 
of  Old  Coin  Shop  &  Gold  Store  on  second  flyleaf.  Exceedingly 
scarce  in  such  outstanding  condition. 

2nd  Edition.  Trifle  rubbed  at  edge  of  spine,  else  another 
very  fine  specimen.  Full  gilt. 

3rd  Edition.  Covers  a  bit  rubbed  and  exhibiting  small  dark 
stain  from  removal  of  old  gummed  sticker.  75%  gilt  remain¬ 
ing.

When 
gilt  stamping  the  covers,  the  printer  neglected  to  change 
the  edition  number  from  third  to  fourth.  Apparently,  the 
mistake  was  discovered  before  too  many  copies  had  been  so 
stamped,  and  the  decision  was  made  to  restamp  the  proper 
number,  while  at  the  same  time,  covering  the  wrong  number 
with  a  solid  gilt  block.  In  most  instances,  the  correction 
was  applied  properly;  however,  a  small  quantity  of  books 
were  restamped  with  improper  alignment,  resulting  in  both 
edition  numbers  exhibited,  with  the  solid  gilt  block  between 
them.  Covers  a  bit  rubbed.  75%  gilt  intact.  Few  prices  writ¬ 
ten  in  margins.  Fine,  sound  copy. 

4th  Edition.  The  regular  version.  Covers  a  trifle  rubbed. 

75%  gilt  remaining.  Fine  copy. 

5th  Edition.  A  lovely  very  fine  copy  displaying  beautiful 
deep  blue  covers  and  full  gilt.  A  truly  superior  example. 

6th  Edition.  Another  exquisite  copy  which  some  might  call 
mint.  Technically,  near  mint,  but  it  would  be  difficult  to 
improve  upon  the  condition  of  this  piece.

Original 
crimson  cloth.  This  is  without  question  the  finest  copy  of 
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the  exceedingly  scarce  first  edition  that  the  present  writer 
has  yet  handled.  Virtually  mint.  The  Standard  Catalogue 
deserves  a  much  greater  appreciation  than  is  normally  given 
by  modern  day  numismatists.  For  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  cen¬ 
tury,  it  served  as  the  "bible"  of  the  hobby  before  the 
appearance  of  the  Redbook.  It  is  indeed  sad  that  the  work 
has  not  been  recognized  for  its  importance  in  20th  century 
numismatics,  and  hopefully  collectors'  attitudes  will  some¬ 
day  change  in  this  regard.  The  first  edition  is  decidedly 
more  rare  than  any  edition  of  the  Redbook,  and  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  acquire  such  a  pristine  example  will  not  likely 
occur  in  the  near  future.  For  those  wishing  to  possess  “la

Later  in  the  li¬ 
brary  of  Gene  DeNise,  with  his  signature  on  the  front  paste- 
down.  Mr.  DeNise  and  his  wife  Dedee  were  close  friends  of 
Mr.  Eklund,  and  helped  administer  his  estate  following  his 
death.  Gene  DeNise  conducted  a  2,597  lot  auction  sale  of  the 
Eklund  cabinet  on  April  20,  1951.  It  is  likely  that  Mr. 
De-Nise  either  purchased  or  inherited  the  Eklund  library, 
thus  accounting  for  his  later  ownership  of  this  piece.

NUMISMA  is  one  of  a  mere  handful  of  early  privately  pub¬ 
lished  numismatic  periodicals  to  endure,  as  may  be  evidenced 
by  its  fourteen  year  lifespan.  Most  dealer  publications  of 
the  late  1800's  and  early  1900’s  faltered  almost  immediately 
after  their  initial  appearance.  These  periodicals  were,  pri¬ 
marily,  nothing  more  than  fixed  price  lists  of  dealers' 
stock,  occasionally  complemented  by  an  article  of  dubious 
numismatic  value. 

NUMISMA,  on  the  other  hand,  is  filled  with  informative, 
interesting  and  humorous  articles  and  anecdotes,  along  with 
numerous  outspoken  and  critical  comments  aimed  at  Frossard's 
contemporar i es .  The  Journal  reflects  the  romanticism  and 
simplicity  of  the  hobby  in  its  infancy.  Readers  will  witness 
firsthand  the  scathing  pen  as  it  was  directed  at  such  lumi¬ 
naries  as  John  Walter  Scott,  W.  Elliot  Woodward,  the  Chapman 
Brothers,  and  David  Proskey,  while  at  the  same  time  shower- 
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ing  affection  toward  Edward  Cogan,  William  Harvey  Strobridge 
and  S.  K.  Harzfeld,  among  others.  While  of  American  influ¬ 
ence,  numerous  monographs  appear  relating  to  world  and  an¬ 
cient  numismatics. 

Originally  printed  in  1983  by  RAMM  Communications,  this  ver¬ 
sion  stands  as  the  only  available  reprint  of  a  true  American 
claasic  periodical.  Original  sets,  on  the  very  few  occasions 
when  they  are  encountered,  consistently  command  prices  in 
the  $1,500.00  to  $3,000.00  range.  Of  the  original  100  copies 
reprinted,  less  than  fifty  remain,  and  these  will  be  sold  on 
a  first-come,  first-served  basis.
